Holland Law Held to Be Incon- 
stitutionai. 

The Holland bill, which was 
passed by the Legislature last 
March over the Governor's veto, 
and which prohibits the operation 
of an industrial school in any vot- 
ing precinct unless the majority of 
the \ otera assent, was held to be 
unconstitutional by Judge Shackel- 
ford Miller, who handed down an 
opinion t<> that effect at joint ses- 
sion, in the case of the Lincoln 
Institute of Kentucky against the 
Columbia Trust Company. 

The suit was brought to test the 
law, which was enacted primarily 
for the purpose of preventing the 
establishment by the plaintiff of a 
large industrial school for the ne- 
groes near Simpson vi He, Shelby- 
county, on the lines of the Tus- 
kegee Institute. 

Judge Miller sustained the de- 
murrer of the plaintiff to the an- 

iwer, thus overruling the conten- 
tions of the defendant in behalf of 
the Legislature's action. He de- 
clared that it is class legislation of 

the most pronounced character;" 
and that "under the practical op- 
eration of this act, it is doubtful 
if this school could be conducted 
in any desirale location in the 
State." By this action the Legis- 
lature,, the court held, weot 
yond its power.

A num- 
ber of young white boys, all nearly 
irrown, undertook to run the Ital- 
ians near the Owingsville crossing. 
Several rocks were thrown and 
dually one Italian was hit and 
quite a number of shots were then 
tired at the boys. One shot struck 
a boy named Herbert Thomas in 
the top of the head, parting his 
hair and inflicting a slight scalp 
wound. Public sentiment 
strongly in favor of the Italians it 
being generally thought the boys 
were to blame and should also be 
punished.

For ihe first time Londoners 1 
now an opportunity of seeing 
orang-outang in its "nest," or sleep- 
ing platform, Dr. Charles Hose having

Dr. A. Russel Wallace In his "Malay 
" ' Ipelago" states that orang-ou- 
tangs build their sleeping platforms 
romparatlvolv low down on relatively 
small trees at a height of from twenty 
feet to 60 feet above the ground, prob- 
ably for the reason that such a situa- 
tion Is warmer and less exposed to 
wind than one higher up. According 
to Dyak report, each orang builds a 
fresh platform every night, but this, 
as Dr. Wallace remarks, is Improb- 
efable on account ol the relatively small 
number of these structures to be met 
with.

E. T. Robards, inspector of 
sales for the Lexington tobacco 
market, Mid who devotes much 
time au>l attention to keeping 
closely informed us to condition 
and prospects of the tobacco crop 

in the white Hurley belt, makes 

the following summary of the 
present situation: 

"The past week lias almost been 
tilled with showers, too much so 
to suit the needs of the former*. 
Whftt th«y need now is sunshine. 
Some tobacco has been planted, 
but not m free general planting 
such as there will be tins week 
if there is less rain and more sun- 
shine. I hear of one planter who 
has set out thirty acres, but this is 
exceptional. So far most of those 

who have planted have done so in 
a small way. This week will find 
plants sufficiently far advanced to 
admit of a free and general plant- 1 
fag. 

"Some counties claim a short- 1 
age in plants, but 1 do not believe, 
this can be true to any material 
extent. On the contrary, while' 
usually ■ few DM) so report, in 
the Wfadup usually there are 
enough plants to plant two crops.

Mr. Clark had prepared his ad- 
dress with great care and spoke at 
length, giving facts and ligures in 
support of his contention that the 
tariff had not been honestly re- 
vised and that the Republican 
majority in Congress had endeav- 
ored to trick the people. Mr. 
Clark also paid his respects inci- 
dentally to the 1860,000 item in 
the Sundry Civil appropriation 
bill for the creation of a tariff 
board.

Although over f,000 beds in 
lospitals, sanatoria, camps mum 
vards for tuberculosis patients 
.vere established last year, there 
i re fully 800,000 indigent consump- 
ivea who ought to be placed in 
iUcfa institutions and a total of only 
beds in the entire country. 

>n May I, 1909, there were 15,844 
>eda for consumptives and 294 
■ nstitutions. The annual report 
if the National Association shows 
SO increase of 00 institutions and 
T,500 beds. 

In seven states, Alabama, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada. Ok lahoma, 
Wyoming, and Utah, with » Com- 
bined population of .j,000,000, not 
i bed for consumptives has been 
provided. In nine states and ter- 
ritories, A laska, Delaware, Florida, 
Kansas, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, South Dakota, Vermont, and 
West Virginia, the number of beds 
for consumptives in each case is 
less than B0, while the combined 
population of these states is over 
i\000,000. On the basis of 400 
leaths to a million of population, 
which la approximately the present 
rate in the United States, there 
would be nearly 5,000 deaths an- 
nually from tuberculosis in these 
fourteen states with at least 20,000 
cases of this disease all the time, 

id less than 500 beds to care for 
them. 

New York state leads in the 
number of beds for consumptives 
provided up to May 1st with 5,476 
beds; Massachussetts is second 
with '2,403 beds; Pennsylvania, 
third with 2,847 beds; Colorado, 
fourth with 1,489 beds; and New 
Mexico fifth with 1,104 beds. As 
not one state in the country 
has made adequate provision for 
is cousumptives. New York has 
et itself the task of having "No 
incared-for Tuberculosis in 1915,' 
nd several cities in other parts of 
he country have adopted similar 
programs. The National Associa- 
tion says that tuberculosis will not 
te Stamped out until all cases of 
his disease are cared for either in 
heir homes or in institutions. 
Vith this end ii. view, efforts will 
>e made to increase the number of 
lOapital beds in this country to at 
east 35,000 by Mav 1. 1911.

day proclamation, calling attention 
to the anniversary of the birth of 
the Flag and suggesting that every- 
body show allegiance to the Mag on 
thai and ail days. The proclamat- 

ion i.s as follows: 
"To the People Of Kentucky: The 

American Flag Association, organ- 
ised to perpetuate the love of our 
people for the Hag and the earnest, 
patriotic spirit which that love 
Strengthens, sends its reminder 
that Tuesday, dune 14, 1910, will 
be the one hundred and thirty- 
third anniversary of the adoption 
I the stars and stripes as the Bag 

( the United states. 
"I call upon all of our people to 
join in cherishing the love of the 
flag dune 14. I order that the 
Hay be displaj ed on all State build- 
tigs and invite the celebration of 

the day. I call upon the Mayors 
of our citieS to recognize this an 
niversary and order Hags to be 
displayed upon the munlcipil 

buildings of their cities, and by 
proclamation invite their fellow- 
citizens to do the same upon their 
private buildings. 

T appeal to the newspapers to 
cherish the interest of our peonle 
in this anniversary of the birth of 
the Hag by local articles, editorial 
comment, historical articles upon 
the subject of the Hag and appeals 
to the people to display the colors 
on Flag day. 

"I call upon all school officers 
and teachers to arrange patriotic 
exercises oppropriate to the day. 
I appeal to all patriotic societies

How to Pay for Good Roads. 

It is good business sense for any 
township to build hard roads on 
its most important highways. No 
better use can be made of the same 
a nount of money, but to do this 
by levying an annual tax year by 
year, and with the proceeds build 
from a half to a mile and a half of 
road, with the plan of continuing 
this from year to year until 20 
miles or more have been built, is 
laudable, but it is not the best way 
to linance the proposition. In 
most townships there are approx- 
imately 20 miles of main roads. 
If these arc built piece-meal as in- 
dicated the cost will be 20 to 25 
per cent more than it would be to 
build the whole lot at once. In 
this all the roads will be new to 
begin with and the construction 
will be better because the job is 
! large enough to attract the best
